journ Tuesday Night. 


BRIEF MEETING OF CITY SOLONS 


(My OK Half How Required to Dispauh tke 


S*all Matters Wkicfe Had 


AccMMUted. 


The most notable feature of the 
meeting of the city council Tuesday 
evening was its exceeding brevity. 
Only 3o miuates was required to trans- 
act all necessary business. Promptly 
at 7:30 President Weisner pounded 
his gavel, which in this case was a 
foot rule, and nine of tbe city fathers 
toed the line and answered to roll call. 
The absentees were Johnson, McCor- 
inick and Pish. 


Tbe first matter of interest discuss- 


ed was tbe payment of damages to 
Tfcomas Adams for placing a manhole 
on his lot. Mr. Adams has agreed to 
accept exemption 
from sewer and 


water tax for 5 years as sufficient dam- 
ages. No action was taken by coun- 
cil, but the matter was referred to 
the street committee with power to 
act. 


The bid of F. E. Pomerene .for the 


93,300 bonds for the Fifth street im- 
provement at par and accrued inter- 
est- was accepted. Solicitor McDowell 
informed council that in order to pave 
Chestnut street from Twelfth street 
to ibe corporation line it- will be nec- 
essary u> convert some of the land 
which is now on tbe duplicate as farm 
property into town lots and place a 
value on them. Council has this right, 
but the matter was laid over for 
future consideration. 


Tbe request of some of the citizens 


on North Tenth street that curbing 
be put in for two squares so they 
could lay sidewalk was referred to tbe 
Street committee with power to act- 


The contract for the Chestnut street 


outlet sewer was awarded to Thomas 
Burrell for $779.60. 


Tbe room on the second flo^r of the 


city building formerly used by the 
clerk was turned over to the city en- 
gineer and the street committee. 


The passage of the bill ordinance 
was accomplished just as the curfew 
tolled the knell of parting day. and 
adjournment was made before the last 
sounds of the bell had shimmered 
and died away in the distance. The

Tbe Homer Gas Field. t 


The Mt. Arernon Banner editorially 


says of the Homer gas'field, from 
which Coshocton wijl be supplied: . •*• 


"The recent ..developments in the 


Homer gas field have demonstrated 
that this field is the best gas field 
that has ever been found in Ohio, and 
later 
drilling has shown that the 


northern boundary of the field is with- 
in tive miles of Mt. Terxson. That- be- 
ing so it seems strange that oar peo- 
ple sboald let such an opportunity to 
obtain cheaper fuel pass. 
When we 


consider what money has been spent 
by this city in the pasr. in aa attempt 
to obtain pas, it only a«ids to our sur- 
prise that we are not taking advant- 
age of this opportunity. 


'•Unfortunately, for us. the territo- 


ry is now practically all under lease, 
and nearly all are comtrolled by these 
large companies that are endeavoring 
to monopolize the supply of gas, and 
maintain the prices as atjpresent. 


"The manufacturers of this citv 


have associated themselves with a few 
other gentlemen, and organized wh.it 
is known as the Knox County Oil and 
Gas company, and are proposing to 
bring gas from this field to Mt Ver- 
non for the use of manufacturers, at a 
rate of 7 cents per 1.000 cubic feet. 
They have a few tracts of good terri- 
tory under lease, and are now drilling 
on the Hunter tract and expect to 
haye gas in Mt. Ternon before winter. 
"Tnis project should receive the 


support of every citizen of tbe city as 
it means more to the manufacturers 
of the city than anything that has 
been proposed in recent years."

! BETTER PAY FOK STREET WORK 


Telegraph Operators 0« The WheelMf & 


Lake Erie Arc More Tortitaate aad 


Receive A« Advance. 


Tbe strike of the section hands on 
the Wheeling & Lake Erie north and 
south of Cosbocton, still continues, 
and there are no indications of an 
early settlement. 
The two gau^s 


from Coshocton have found employ- 
ment oo the streets and are in position 
to bold oa.% for higher wages. The 
gang from Adams Mills also laid down 
their shovels today, and the Avondale 
men are holding out in their refusal to 
return to work. 
It is doubtful whether the company 


will be able to fill their places at *1 25. 
as there is a great deal of work at bet- 
ter wages in and about Coshocton, 
Laborers residing elsewnere wilt be 
reluctant to move their families Uere 
for outdoor employment in winter at 
only $1.25 a day. The men are asking 
il.50. ISo doubt the Wheeling man- 
agement would grant this demand, 
but for the fact that the precedent 
would embarass their relations with 
the section men at other places alone 
the line, whftre thej ire piying SI.25 
and expect to continue at that low 
wage. 
We believe that public opinion will 


sustain the men in. their contention 
that for bard labor with exposure to 
the weather 31.25 a day is not- enougb- 


AbouL 100 of the telegraph operators 


employed by the Wheeling & Lake 
Erie will receive a substantial advance 
in salary, beginning with the pay for 
the month of September. 


The raise will affect operators on 
the road and agents at, the smaller 
places where the work of agent and 
operator is combined. The minimum 
salary that will be -paid by the road 
hereafter will be S43 a month- Here- 
tofore the wages paid varied consider- 
able, some get-ting as low as.$30. 
The officials state that it is extreme- 


ly difficult to set operators of the bet- 
ter class at present-owing to the great 
demand for this class of work by the 
western roads. During the past year 
JChe company has increased the salar- 
ies of quite a number of its employes. 
A petition has been in circulation for 
some time among the operators ask- 
ing for this advance. 


A Substitute For Coal. 


Tbe adjutant general has decided to 


use Texas oil for fuel, and the boilers 
of the capitol building are being 
equipped for that purpose. 
Beau- 
mont oil will be delivered at Colum- 
bus for S2 a barrel, and as one barrel is 
guaranteed to give as much heat as 
two tons of coal, the cost of heating 
will be greatly reduced. The bid of 
the coal dealers was So a ton for coal 
and this action l.'-ses them the sale of 
2000 tons. This move has also stimu- 
lated the Texas oil market, as many 
manufacturers will follow the example 
set by the state.

Jon?* 
rp'ws of shade trees and other at,trac 
tive environs, it is a pity that eye- 
sores and stumbling blocks are allowed 
to mar the whole effect of civis im- 
provement- 
Will our honorable mayor and city 


council have the local pride and pat- 
riotism to quit th'nkiuir aV«ut re- 
election long enough to cio'their duty?

Empire hotel, lies dead as -i resuit of 
taking a drink of carbolic acid bv mis- 
take last nighr. 


About 7:30 Tuesday evening, accord-. 
icg to the story told by the landlady, j 
Mrs. Standen, the girl came to her ana 
complained of feeling iii, and abked if 
*here was any medicine in the bouse 
she could take. 3Irs. Standen told ber 
there was some mineral water ID a 
quart bottle in the lower part of the 
secretary in her room. Going to the 
secretary as directed, the girl picked 
up a pint bottle containing carbolic 
acid, which was oa an uoper shelf. 
Mrs. Standen had just'seated herself 
at the machine to sew, when she beard 
a scream of agony from the girl, who 
exclaimed as she rushed toward her: 
Oh. what have 1 taken:>: 
Mrs. Standen saw in an instant she 


had picked up the wrong bottle, and 
knowing its contents, ran at once for 
help. Drs- Hennel, Stacy and Fr««w 
were summoned and antidotes given, 
but they were of no avail. The giri 
oecame unconscious in a few minutes. 
and at 8 o'clock was dead. 
No blame can be attached to any 


one, as it was simply a case of making- 
a mistake in picking up the wrong 
bottle. The label, "Carbolic Acid- 
Poison," was on i he bottle, the room 
was well lighted, and had tbe young 
woman exercised a little more care she 
would have noticed the difference. 


She has been employed at the hotel 
since last May as chambermaid, and 
was well liked by her employers and 
associates. She was of a cheerful dis- 
position and made many friends. She 
was married about three years avto to a 
man named Dobbins, one child being 
born to them. The two separatee 
several months ago, the husband tak- 
ing the chilj. and the wife going forth 
to earn her own living, as she claimed 
her husband would not support her.

They decided 
that an operation was necessary and 
that it should be performed at once. 
This decision was arrived at before 
luncheon, but was not allowed to in- 
terfere with that meal.
